Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  report  on  the  health  of  the  district  includes 
information  concerning  the  County  Health  Services  and  the 
School  Health  Services. 

There  were  four  infant  deaths,  three  of  which  were 
associated  with  prematurity  and  subsequent  complications. 
Two  hundred  and  fifty  three  live  births  were  recorded,  thus 
the  infant  mortality  rate  was  15-8  per  1,000  live  births,  well 
below  the  national  average.  Too  much  importance  should 
not  be  attached  to  these  ratios  as  in  Swinton  with  a  small 
number  of  births  and  deaths,  considerable  statistical  error 
arises  when  the  ratios  are  expanded  to  proportions  of  1 ,000  ; 
in  this  case  multiplication  by  a  factor  of  4.  One  maternal 
death  was  recorded  associated  with  child  birth,  the  cause  being 
a  pulmonary  embolism  on  the  10th  day,  after  the  mother  had 
apparently  recovered  and  had  been  out. 

In  the  Autumn  a  survey  of  the  temporary  aluminium 
prefabricated  bungalows  was  made  and  eventually  Ministry 
approval  was  obtained  to  clear  100  of  these  over  a  four  year 
period  and  to  replace  them  with  permanent  housing.  A  second 
five  year  programme  of  slum  clearance  was  approved. 
Swinton  has  made  excellent  progress  in  slum  clearance  and 
rehousing;  114  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise. 
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The  Wardens  Scheme  for  supervision  of  the  old  people 
resident  in  Council  bungalows  and  flats  was  extended  to  cover 
the  Brameld  Road  bungalows  and  flats.  By  the  year  end  this 
scheme  embraced  111  bungalows  and  16  flats  occupied  by  172 
people,,  77  of  whom  were  living  alone. 

A  Chiropody  Service  was  instituted  on  the  21st  March. 
1960.  The  scheme  provides  free  chiropody  service  for  old 
age  pensioners,  expectant  mothers  and  the  physically 
handicapped — surgeries  being  held  at  the  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Centre,  Rock  House  and  at  Kilnhurst.  By  the  year  end  270 
patients  had  been  treated  at  835  treatment  sessions. 

Both  the  above  schemes  are  financed  by  the  County 
Council  and  administered  jointly  by  the  County  Council  and 
the  local  district  council  and  by  voluntary  committees. 

No  progress  was  made  in  the  declaration  of  smoke 
control  areas,  which  must  await  the  settlement  of  the  miners 
concessionary  fuel  issue.  Smokeless  air  is  an  urgent  necessity 
in  mining  areas.  The  implementation  of  this  legislation  would 
benefit  all  who  suffer  from  chest  complaints  and  would  prevent 
many  chest  and  respiratory  ailments  from  becoming  established

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There  was  1  death  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  as 
contrasted  with  7  male  deaths  from  lung  cancer.  The  majority 
of  the  deaths  are  due  to  heart  disease,  strokes  and  cancer, 
all  diseases  of  the  later  decades  of  life.

All  the  infants  died  in  hospital  and  there  was  a  post 
mortem  examination  in  each  case.  Three  of  the  deaths  were 
associated  with  prematurity.  There  were  8  infant  deaths  in 
1959 — a  reduction  of  infant  mortality  of  50%  in  one  year 
showing  the  fallacy  of  arguing  about  mortality  rates  when 
the  numbers  concerned  are  so  small.  The  important  point 
remains  that  prematurity  and  congenital  abnormalities  are  the 
commonest  cause  of  infant  death  in  Swinton  over  the  past 
10  years  and  having  regard  to  the  lack  of  knowledge 
concerning  the  cause  of  these  conditions — prevention  is 
handicapped. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA 

Hospital  Services 

There  is  continuing  difficulty  in  obtaining  hospital 
accommodation  for  female  aged  patients  who,  though  not 
acutely  ill,  require  hospital  care.  The  position  has  been 
improved  slightly  by  the  provision  of  some  geriatric  beds  at 
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the  Montagu  Hospital  but  there  are  still  insufficient  beds  in 
the  area  for  their  needs. 

There  is  a  gross  shortage  of  accommodation  for 
maternity  cases  wishing  hospital  confinement — 6V%  of  the 
confinements  in  S  win  ton  take  place  at  home,  whereas  the 
Cranbrook  report  recommends  that  75;%  of  confinements  should 
take  place  in  hospital.  More  hospital  beds  are  urgently 
required  for  midwifery  cases  and  it  is  quite  obvious  that  these 
should  be  located  in  the  Montagu  Hospital  and  not  miles  away 
at  Rotherham,  Barnsley  or  Doncaster. 


County  Ambulance  Service 

The  local  service  is  based  on  a  depot  at  Dunford  House. 
The  Depot  Superintendent  is  Mr.  F.  Hyde  (Telephone  Wath- 
upon-Dearne  2234).  There  are  6  wireless  equipped  ambulances 
manned  by  a  staff  of  25  all  trained  in  first  aid.

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There  was  a  small  outbreak  of  dysentery  in  Kilnhurst 
caused  by  the  Sonne  organism.  Children  attending  the  Church 
of  England  Primary  School  were  mainly  affected.  The  out¬ 
break  was  controlled  by  removing  all  the  roller  towels  in  the 
school  and  supplying  bowls  of  mild  disinfectant  for  a  final 
rinsing  of  hands  washed  immediately  after  toilet  and  before 
meals.

There  is  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  hospital  accommo¬ 
dation  for  cases  of  tuberculosis — 10  years  ago  there  was  great 
difficulty.  Patients  are  treated  at  Wath  Wood  Hospital  ;  a 
Health  Visitor  attends  regularly  at  the  hospital  to  assist 
patients  normally  resident  in  the  County  care  who  may  have 
personal  problems.  Another  Health  Visitor  is  employed  in  a 
similar  capacity  at  Mexborough  Montagu  Chest  Clinic, 
attending  once  weekly. 

All  infants  on  school  entry  are  offered  a  skin  test  for 
tuberculosis  and  there  is  a  full  programme  of — mass  x-ray  ; 
contact  tracing  ;  home  visiting  ;  home  treatment  ;  housing 
accommodation,  and  B.C.G.  vaccination  for  school  leavers.  All 
these  measures  are  directed  to  the  control  of  this  chronic 
infectious  disease. 

National  Assistance  Act.  Section  47 

This  section  of  the  Act  is  concerned  with  the  compulsory 
removal  of  persons  from  their  homes  on  a  Court  Order,  or,  in 
an  emergency,  on  an  Order  signed  by  two  medical  practitioners 
and  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  to  a  county  home  or  to  hospital.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area  and  Housing 
Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Extensions  to  the  existing  sewers  were  made  at  the  new 
housing  estates  of  Highthorne,  Kilnhurst  and  Bowbroome, 
Swinton. 

Twenty-one  houses  out  of  a  total  of  4,342  houses  have 
either  chemical  or  pail  closets  due  to  lack  of  sewer  facilities. 

All  houses  have  a  piped  water  supply  from  the  mains. 

Water  Supply 

The  public  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Sheffield 
Corporation  and  is  a  soft  upland  surface  supply  filtered  and 
chlorinated  and  of  the  highest  standard  of  bacterial  purity. 
The  supply  was  adequate  at  all  times.  Twelve  samples  were 
submitted  for  bacterial  and  chemical  analysis  and  plumbo 
solvency.  All  were  satisfactory. 

A  factory  has  its  own  private  water  supply  :  twelve 
samples  were  submitted — all  were  satisfactory. 


Swimming  Bath 

There  is  no  swimming  bath  in  the  district. 


Housing 

No  Council  houses  were  erected  during  the  year  but 
there  were  114  completed  by  private  enterprise  for  sale. 

No  case  of  overcrowding  (Housing  Act  Standard)  is 
known  to  exist.  Five  tenants  were  rehoused  using  a  standard 
based  on  the  number  of  bedrooms,  and  where  applicable  the 
sexes  of  the  family  and  their  ages.  Seven  houses  were 
demolished.

Infant  Mortality.  Division  26 

There  were  853  live  births  in  the  Division,  the  highest 
number  since  1948.  The  live  birth  rate  is  well  above  the 
national  average  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  of  24*6  com¬ 
pares  favourably  with  the  national  rate  of  21-7.  The  majority 
of  infant  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity  and  congenital 
abnormalities.  There  was  one  maternal  death  in  Swinton — 
ten  days  after  delivery  and  due  to  pulmonary  embolism.

Total  number  of  families  or  households  visited  by  the 
Health  Visitors — 2,832. 

The  establishment  of  Health  Visitors  is  10.  They  are 
employed  on  a  full  range  of  duties  including  the  school  health 
service,  supervision  of  the  home  helps,  hospital  liaison,  tuber¬ 
culosis  visiting  and  supervision  of  the  more  frail  aged  members 
of  the  community.  They  also  supervise  the  chiropody  scheme 
which  covers  old  age  pensioners,  the  physically  handicapped 
and  expectant  mothers.  The  Health  Visitors  are  seriously 
overloaded.  There  are  10,000  school  children  and  4,000  pre 
school  children.  We  have  two  infant  welfare  clinics  as  a 
minimum  in  each  district  and  many  extra  school  clinics  and 
inspections.  Eighty  part-time  home  helps  are  employed  and 
every  week  there  are  340  home  help  cases  to  supervise  amongst 
the  chronic  sick  alone.  If  other  cases  are  considered  the  figure 
jumps  to  350.  Problem  family  work,  visiting  homes,  care  of 
the  aged,  chiropody  schemes  and  health  education  are  all  being 
expanded — we  require  and  can  employ  another  3  Health 
Visitors  or  Clinic  Nurses  in  the  Divisions.

The  infant  welfare  centre  at  Monkwood  in  Rawmarsh 
was  not  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  centre  at 
KILNHURST  although  it  has  done  valuable  work  was  never 
really  ideal  and  should  be  replaced — sites  were  inspected  and 
approval  given  in  principle  for  the  replacement  of  this  centre 
by  a  new  building.  The  clinic  at  Dunford  House  is  to  be  re¬ 
placed  by  a  multiple  clinic  to  be  constructed  opposite  the  Town 
Hall  in  Wath  and  is  to  include  a  dental  clinic.  Dunford  House 
will  then  become  the  administrative  headquarters  for  the 
enlarged  Division.

Of  the  847  cases  attended,  458  requiring  19,324  visits, 
were  aged  65  or  over,  30  cases  were  under  the  age  of  5  years 
at  the  time  of  the  first  visit  and  299  visits  were  made.  A  total 
of  103  patients  each  received  more  than  24  visits  from  the  Home 
Nurses  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

The  staff  consists  of  10  full-time  Home  Nurses  and  one 
part-time.  They  are  responsible  for  nursing  sick  people  at 
home  at  the  request  of  the  family  doctor.  All  equipment  con¬ 
sidered  necessary  for  this  purpose  is  supplied.  The  demand 
on  the  service  is  being  met  in  full  and  the  service  is  fully  staffed. 
All  the  Home  Nurses  are  mobile.  They  are  assisted  in 
providing  comforts  for  the  chronic  sick  by  grants  from  the 
Rawmarsh  Aid  in  Sickness  Fund,  the  Swinton  and  Kilnhurst 
Nursing  Association  Fund  and  the  National  Society  for  Cancer 
Relief.  The  demand  on  this  service  has  been  stable  over  the 
past  seven  years  at  approximately  30,000  visits  yearly.

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The  Domestic  Help  Service  continues  to  expand  from 
68  part-time  to  80  part-time  home  helps.  The  number  of  hours 
employed  has  increased  from  66,000  to  85,000.  The  home 
help  and  the  home  nursing  service  assist  many  frail  pensioners 
in  maintaining  the  continued  occupation  of  their  own  homes 
rather  than  as  an  alternative  seeking  admission  to  a  county 
home  or  hospital.  There  are  some  old  people  living  alone 
who  have  lost  touch  with  the  community,  they  are  often  dirty 
and  unkempt  and  will  not  wash,  cook  or  care  for  themselves, 
but  who  wish  to  do  as  they  like  in  their  own  homes — they  are 
not  really  ill  but  they  are  isolated  and  the  home  helps  and 
health  visitors  are  often  their  only  contact  with  the  outside 
world.  A  good  home  help  can  work  wonders  in  some  of  these 
cases  :  Their  task  is  often  very  unpleasant  and  on  occasion  it 
has  been  necessary  to  put  two  home  helps  in  the  one  household 
so  that  the  house  can  be  cleansed.

The  Midwives  were  under  great  pressure  of  work 
during  1960  due  to  staff  shortages — for  this  reason  the 
relaxation  classes  at  Rawmarsh  had  to  be  andandoned.  Eight 
Midwives  are  employed.  42%  of  all  deliveries  took  place  in 
hospital — the  Cranbrook  Report  recommend  75%  should  be 
confined  in  hospital.  If  this  is  to  be  possible  the  number  of 
maternity  beds  will  have  to  be  increased.  The  Midwives 
attended  507  confinements  and  in  28  cases  a  doctor  was  present 
at  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  the  child.  One  hundred  and 
eighty  two  mothers  were  discharged  from  hospital  before  the 
10th  day  and  were  visited  by  Midwives  at  home,  22  were 
discharged  between  the  10th — 14th  day.

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ante-natal  care.  The  County  Council  can  make  arrangements 
for  the  confinement  and  in  approved  cases  they  may  accept 
responsibility  for  the  care  of  the  mother  and  child  for  a  total 
period  of  13  weeks,  excluding  the  lying-in  period.  A  church 
of  England  Social  Worker  assists  in  obtaining  accommodation 
for  these  cases,  irrespective  of  their  religion.

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With  the  coming  of  the  1959  Mental  Health  Act,  the 
service  had  to  be  re-organised  to  meet  the  demands. 

The  Act  reflects  a  change  of  attitude  towards  mental 
disorder.  This  is  without  doubt,  due  to  the  acceptance  of  expert 
opinion  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  whose  recommendations 
the  new  legislation  is  based.  While  there  remains  in  the  public 
mind  many  misconceptions  about  mental  disorder,  there  is 
nevertheless,  a  growing  awareness  of  problems  which  have  to 
be  faced.  The  process  of  enlightenment  of  the  public  will  in¬ 
evitably  take  time  but  will  be  accelerated  as  a  result  of  the 
progressive  implementation  of  the  Act.  With  this  in  mind,  a 
Mental  Health  Exhibition  was  held  on  the  13th,  Mth  and  15th 
July.  At  the  same  period  the  Training  Centre,  Wath-upon- 
Dearne  was  open  to  inspection  by  the  public. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  Mrs.  F.  H.  Redman, 
continues  to  attend  the  psychiatric  out-patients  department  at 
the  Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley :  this  liaison  with  the  Hospital 
Clinics  and  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  is  invaluable  to  the 
Mental  Health  Service. 

The  number  of  domiciliary  visits  made  to  mentally  ill 
patients  increased  and  made  it  possible  for  more  patients  to  be 
admitted  to  hospital  on  an  informal  basis  in  compliance  with  the 
new  Act. 

Co-operation  with  the  Youth  Employment  Officer  and 
the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour 
proved  an  excellent  arrangement  and  made  it  possible  for  two 
patients  to  be  referred  for  long  term  rehabilitation  and  assisted 
in  placing  more  patients  in  employment. 

The  Training  Centre  at  Oak  Road  continues  to  render 
valuable  service  to  the  70  trainees  aged  from  4-36  years  who 
attend  daily  for  instruction.  It  is  a  purpose  built  centre  and  has 
been  so  successful  that  it  is  already  being  enlarged  to  accom¬ 
modate  100  trainees.  They  receive  instruction  in  manual  crafts, 
housecraft,  social  behaviour,  physical  education,  country 
dancing,  music  and  games.  The  adult  women  are  skilled  at 
embroidery  and  dressmaking. 
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During  Mental  Health  Week  120  visitors  from  the  sur¬ 
rounding  area  visited  the  centre  which  is  supervised  by  Mrs. 
P.  M.  Winstanley.  The  whole  staff  and  trainees  had  a  day 
trip  to  Hornsea  on  July  the  7th  The  smaller  children  being 
taken  separately  to  Locke  Park,  Barnsley,  on  July  21st. 

A  Christmas  Party  which  was  most  enjoyable  was  held 
on  the  15th  December  followed  by  a  Carol  Service  on  the  21st. 

We  have  an  active  Parent  Teachers  Association  and  in 
addition  have  valued  the  assistance  of  the  Wath  and  District 
and  Mexborough  Associations  for  the  parents  of  Mentally 
Handicapped  Children  and  the  Rawmarsh  Society  for  Spastics 
who  have  all  assisted  in  social  activities  outside  the  Training 
Centre, 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  84  trainees  on  the 
register.  It  is  becoming  apparent  to  me  that  the  training  for  the 
adult  section  will  have  to  become  much  broader  in  scope, 
possibly  on  the  lines  of  sheltered  workshops  but  this  would  not 
have  been  possible  without  initial  training. 


CHILDREN  NEGLECTED  OR  ILL-TREATED

The  Divisional  Medical  Officer  is  the  appointed  officer 
for  the  co-ordination  of  this  service.  Reports  on  children 
come  from  Health  Visitors,  School  Welfare  Officers,  Probation 
Officers,  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Childrens  Officer,  the 
N.S.P.C.C.,  and  the  National  Assistance  Board.  In  one  case 
a  family  was  taken  into  care  due  to  the  mental  instability  of 
the  mother.  The  supervision  of  some  of  these  cases  presents 
a  very  difficult  task  and  is  most  time  consuming  and  frustrating.

The  scheme  is  operating  efficiently  although  in  the  first 
instance,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  visits  that  the  Health 
Visitors  were  obliged  to  make,  there  was  some  difficulty.  The 
majority  of  the  treatments  are  for  nail  trimming.  The 
Chiropodist  fees  are  paid  by  the  County  Council  to  the 
Voluntary  Associations  concerned.  All  the  accounts  are 
certified  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  on  receipt  and  are 
forwarded  to  the  County  Treasurer  for  payment.  The  service 
is  of  great  assistance  to  the  aged. 


Joint  Warden  Scheme  for  the  Supervision  of  the  Aged 

The  joint  scheme,  operated  by  the  Swinton  Urban 
District  Council  and  the  County  Council  had  been  extended  at 
the  end  of  the  year  to  cover  111  bungalows  and  16  flats 
occupied  by  172  people,  77  of  whom  were  living  alone.  Three 
Wardens  have  been  appointed.  Fifty-eight  of  the  occupants 
were  over  75  years  of  age.  The  Warden  acts  as  a  friend  to 
the  old  people  and  is  in  close  contact  with  the  social  services. 
The  scheme  is  supervised  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  the 
Housing  Manager  and  is  a  success.

This  disease  in  its  major  form  kills  one  in  three  of  those 
who  develop  the  complaint.  The  disease  will  tend  to  be 
imported  more  commonly  owing  to  air  travel.  Treatment  is 
not  effective  in  preventing  death  or  disfigurement.  The  disease 
is  prevented  only  by  vaccination  in  infancy  and  re-vaccination 
in  adult  life. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION 

The  greatest  mortality  from  this  disease  is  in  the  first 
year  of  life.  Protection  should  be  offered  after  the  third 
month  of  age  and  is  not  considered  necessary  after  the  fourth 
year. 


SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

There  are  more  than  9,000  pupils  attending  school  in 
the  health  division  area.  Medical  examination  is  arranged 
on  schoool  entry,  on  transfer  to  Junior  Mixed  School  and  on 
entry  and  leaving  the  Secondary  School.  These  examinations 
are  the  minimum — if  a  scholar  is  not  making  progress 
accordingly  to  his  known  ability  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Head  of  the  School  and  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  ascertain 
the  reason.  This  may  be  simple — poor  vision,  deafness,  or 
much  more  difficult  or  complex,  general  emotional  disturbance 
due  to  factors  quite  possibly  outside  the  school  itself.  Such 
cases  require  careful  investigation.  The  Family  Doctor  is 
consulted  and  the  services  of  the  Consultant  Paediatrician  are 
readily  available  with  the  full  backing  of  the  Sheffield 
Children’s  Ffospital  and  other  specialist  departments  if  such 
assistance  is  required. 
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The  Child  Health  Specialist,  Dr.  C.  C.  Harvey,  is  also 
advisor  to  the  County  Council  and  conducts  clinics  at  Barber’s 
Avenue,  Rawmarsh  and  at  all  the  hospitals  in  the  area. 
Written  reports  are  referred  to  both  the  Family  Doctor  and 
the  School  Medical  Officer,  and  naturally  no  pupil  is  referred 
for  Consultant  opinion  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of 
the  Family  Doctor. 

An  interesting  advance  now  firmly  established  is  a 
Progress  Clinic  held  by  the  Consultant  at  Barber’s  Avenue, 
Rawmarsh.  To  this  clinic  pre  school  children  may  be  referred 
for  observation  on  progress  and  development :  this  is  a  vitally 
important  matter  as  in  some  instances  special  forms  of  education 
may  be  essential  for  some  of  the  children  and  this  may  be 
necessary  at  a  very  early  age,  2  years  in  the  case  of  blind  or 
totally  deaf  children. 

Dr.  M.  R.  Menzies  is  responsible  for  the  ascertainment 
of  pupils  in  need  of  special  educational  treatment,  which  is  a 
most  exacting  duty,  in  addition  to  the  routine  inspections  of 
school  children  and  the  regular  supervision  of  pupils  under 
observation  for  health  reasons  at  the  school  clinics  held  at 
regular  intervals  throughout  the  school  year  in  Rawmarsh, 
Wath  and  Swinton.  We  have  had  valuable  assistance  from 
Dr.  T.  A.  Appleby  and  Drs.  P.  M.  and  P.  L.  Baker.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Swinton  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  am  pleased  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
1960.  The  anticipated  rate  of  slum  clearance  unfortunately 
did  not  materialise  due  to  difficulties  in  new  house  provision 
but  the  level  of  private  house  construction  rose  considerably 
(114  private  houses  were  built).  The  cleansing  service  is 
virtually  at  its  limit  without  expansion  but  the  cost  of  collection 
and  disposal  was  kept  down  to  a  satisfactory  figure.  No 
progress  was  possible  regarding  smoke  control  areas  until  the 
end  of  the  year  when  it  seemed  that  the  problem  of  concession¬ 
ary  coal  was  about  to  be  solved.  Food  hygiene  and  other 
matters  have  settled  into  a  routine  and  apart  from  one  or  two 
unsatisfactory  persons  in  satisfactory  premises  a  high  standard 
is  maintained,  street  traders  presenting  special  problems. 

Housing  repair  is  less  of  a  problem  in  this  district  but 
difficulties  have  been  experienced  i:n  several-  areas,  particularly 
Carlisle  Street. 


HOUSING 

During  the  year  a  further  slum  clearance  programme 
for  the  next  five  years  was  prepared.  This  programme  may 
have  to  be  amended  in  the  light  of  current  circumstances  by 
addition,  deletion  or  acceleration,  but  suggests  that  the  short 
term  should  involve  removal  of  group  A  (i.e.  August,  1962).

Clearance  will  naturally  depend  upon  the  availability 
of  new  houses.  Many  other  houses  will  probably  fall  into 
the  unfit  category  over  the  next  five  years  as  standards  rise. 
The  housing  standard,  and  therefore  the  point  at  which  houses 
are  fit  or  unfit,  will  not  become  constant  until  all  houses  have 
a  bathroom,  running  hot  water,  a  continuous  W.C.  and  an 
adequate,  dust  free  food  store.  The  more  houses  in  a  district 
with  these  amenities,  the  less  desirable  become  those  without. 
The  Standard  Improvement  Grant  has  been  of  considerable 
assistance  in  improving  the  amenities.  The  added  amenities 
must  be  paid  for  but  the  cost  is  low  in  relation  to  the 
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comfort  return.  A  typical  rent  increase  permitted  when  hot 
water  system,  bath,  wash  basin,  contiguous  W.C.  and  adequate 
food  store  are  provided  is  about  4/-d.  per  week,  much  less  than 
television  rental  and  less  than  twenty  cigarettes.  Few  land¬ 
lords  are  prepared  to  take  advantage  of  grant  provision  and 
a  scheme  in  which,  with  the  owner’s  permission,  tenants  could 
apply  for  and  receive  grants  would  be  of  considerable  value 
but  equally  would  raise  considerable  difficulties. 

Of  the  4,342  dwellings  in  the  area  about  1,100  are 
terraced  4/6  roomed  houses  built  over  50  years  ago.  Of  these, 
650  are  good  dwellings,  many  of  which  have  been  modernised 
and  have  baths  and  hot  water.  Of  the  remainder  142  are 
included  in  the  current  five  year  clearance  programme. 

During  the  winter  1959/60  a  survey  of  the  temporary 
aluminium  bungalows  was  undertaken  to  ascertain  the  extent, 
and  where  possible,  the  origin  of  dampness  affecting  the 
bedrooms.  The  worst  bungalows  were  visited  and  frequent 
observations  were  made.  The  subsequent  report  was  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  Council  and  representations  to  the  Ministry 
were  followed  by  an  inspection  by  the  regional  Architect,  with 
the  Council  Surveyor  and  myself.  Permission  was  ultimately 
received  for  the  removal  of  the  100  temporary  prefabricated 
dwellings  and  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  site  for  permanent 
housing.  None  had  been  removed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and 
it  seems  that  the  first  to  go  will  have  been  in  use  fifteen  years. 

No  overcrowded  dwellings  are  known  to  exist  in  the 
district.  The  Housing  Act  standard  is  a  low  one.  The 
“overcrowded”  cases  recorded  on  the  housing  list  are  so  classed 
because  they  have  insufficient  bedroom  space.  At  the  year  end 
418  applicants  demanded  houses,  275  of  these  were  tenants:  —

Only  58  complaints  of  public  health  matters  were  received 
during  the  year,  many  more  were  investigated  as  routine.  The 
tenants  of  the  worst  houses  are  prepared  to  await  rehousing 
and  only  request  urgent  repairs,  landlords  generally  appreciating 
this  and  co-operating  very  well.

Drainage  work 

Fifteen  old  drains  required  repair  during  the  year  and 
the  department  cleared  twenty-three  under  its  own  scheme. 
No  pails  were  converted  during  the  year  but  nine  trough  closets 
were  replaced  and  no  work  was  completed  without  notification 
to  the  department. 

The  nine  trough  closets  were  at  Kilnhurst  Church  School 
and  were  replaced  by  water  closets. 

Due  to  the  heavy  rainfall,  trouble  was  experienced  from 
localised  flooding.  Surface  water  on  Highfield  Farm  estate 
causing  flooding  of  house  paths  was  in  most  instances  cured 
by  land  drainage  but  flooded  cellars  due  to  percolation  of  ground 
water  were  a  considerable  problem.  The  proposed  re-drainage 
of  property  in  William  Street  by  the  Council  and  included  in 
previous  estimates,  became  unnecessary  following  clearance  of 
unfit  houses  and  extensive  building  at  Ward  &  Sons  Ltd. 
Arrangements  were  made  with  this  firm  for  connection  of  the 
William  Street  drains  into  a  new  length  being  provided  for 
the  new  building.  The  old  lengths  were  disconnected  and 
sealed. 

Offensive  trades 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  Swinton. 

The  maggot  factory 

This  factory  continued  to*  cause  no  nuisance  during  the 
year  apart  from  one  or  two>  occasions  when  employees  failed 
to  carry  out  instructions.  Provision  of  a  large  storage  refrig¬ 
erator  enabled  production  to  be  smoothed  out  over  the  busy 
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period.  Few  animals  were  slaughtered  in  the  associated 
knackery  during  the  year,  all  such  meat  being  for  use  solely 
in  the  maggot  factory.  As  animal  health  improved  recourse 
had  on  many  occasions  to  be  made  to  butchers’  meat  for  maggot 
breeding. 

Piggeries 

No  nuisance  was  noted  from  piggeries  and  the  number 
of  pig  keepers  continued  to  decline. 

Factories 

27  factories  are  recorded  on  the  register  all  of  which 
are  basically  satisfactory.  Cleansing  of  conveniences  presents 
a  difficult  problem  to  some  factories  but  careless  employees 
must  accept  some  responsibility  for  the  insanitary  conditions 
and  lack  of  cleanliness  occasionally  observed,

Canal  Boats 

The  twelve  boats  registered  by  this  authority  are 
satisfactory,  no  public  health  problem  arising  from  the  boats 
inspected.  Motorised  boats  having  decreased  running  time, 
seem  to  have  ended  the  days  of  the  family  boat  with  its 
attendant  problem  of  education  and  infectious  disease  control. 

Infectious  disease 

56  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  dealt  with  during 
the  year,  a  reduction  on  the  previous  year  of  30.  More  visits 
were  made  since  many  were  dysentery  cases  which  required 
several  follow  up  visits. 

An  outbreak  of  dysentry  at  Kilnhurst  Church  School 
during  March  was  dealt  with,  Dr.  Cusiter  and  I  visited  the 
school  and  contacts  and  patients  were  kept  under  observation 
for  several  weeks.  The  causal  organism  was  isolated. 

Moveable  dwellings 

The  two  caravans  sited  in  the  district  at  31st  December, 
1959  were  moved  during  the  year  and  action  against 
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unauthorised  siting  of  three  vans  was  pending.  One  other 
van  was  licensed  and  satisfied  the  requirements  of  the  new 
legislation. 

Hairdressers 

Premises  are  satisfactory  but  informal  action  was 
necessary  to  prevent  nuisance  at  one  establishment.  Sixteen 
premises  are  registered. 

Pest  Infestation 

The  Health  Department  foreman  was  sent  on  a  course 
for  rodent  operatives  in  October,  organised  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  at  Leeds.  Routine  checks 
for  this  pest  have  not  however  been  possible  due  to  pressure 
of  other  work.  The  department  dealt  with  58  complaints  of 
rats  and  treatment  was  carried  out  at  64  premises  involving 
the  creation  of  264  baiting  points. 

Mice  are  not  normally  dealt  with  owing  to  lack  of  staff 
but  advice  is  always  given. 

Bug  infestation  is  no  problem  and  routine  treatments 
were  carried  out  in  one  or  two  instances. 

Complaints  of  wasps  nests  were  received  and  advice 

given.

Clean  Air 

The  six  recording  stations  were  maintained  during  the 
year  and  results  are  shown  on  page  46.  36  observations  were 

made  during  the  year  but  the  worst  nuisance  in  the  district 
was  from  dust  emission  at  Manvers  Brickworks  tip.  The  old 
flooded  quarry  is  being  filled  and  some  of  the  material,  hot 
dusty  slag,  created  a  considerable  nuisance,  the  hot  particles 
rising  and  being  carried  over  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  Statutory 
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notices  were  served  on  the  companies  concerned  and  the  tipping 
of  this  material  ceased,  clay  and  soil  being  dumped  instead. 
An  occasional  hot  load,  incorrectly  routed  by  a  new  traffic 
clerk  at  the  works  has  been  recorded  but  nuisance  from  this 
source  had  virtually  ceased  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Considerable  time  was  spent  on  this  problem  so  that  an  un¬ 
biased  report  could  be  presented  to  those  responsible. 

Problems  from  smell  at  Swinton  Bridge  were  still  evident 
in  spite  of  a  reduction  in  the  volume  of  trade  waste  from  the 
Yorkshire  Tar  Distillers.  The  wet  summer  contributed  to  the 
reduction  in  complaints  by  limiting  the  number  of  occasions 
suitable  for  smell  emission. 


Food  Hygiene 

The  general  standard  of  premises  in  the  district  was 
satisfactory  but  bad  practices  of  some  food  handlers  and  lack 
of  care  and  attention  to  detail  resulted  in  informal  action  being 
taken.  The  best  safeguard  in  retail  shops  is  the  public,  who 
should  not  trade  at  premises  not  of  an  adequate  standard.  It  is 
regrettable  that  some  members  of  the  public  are  not  sufficiently 
critical  of  the  service  and  methods  adopted  in  some  shops. 
Fortunately  the  majority  of  food  is  protected,  but  sale  of  un¬ 
wrapped  biscuits  from  unprotected  containers  continues. 

The  sale  of  a  mouldy  pie  was  investigated  but  formal 
action  was  not  taken,  after  extensive  enquiries  had  been  made. 

No  fresh  meat  was  seized  as  unsound,  but  the  following 
foods  were  surrendered  for  destruction  under  supervision  on 
the  Council  tip.

Licenced  Premises 

In  January  1958  the  report  on  sanitary  accommodation 
to  licenced  premises  was  submitted  to  the  licencing  magistrates. 
Considerable  work  was  required  to  some  premises  in  the 
district  to  bring  them  to  an  acceptable  standard  and  the  policy 
was  long  term.  As  a  result  of  comments  by  the  magistrates 
two  premises  have  been  entirely  altered  and  two  more  are  in 
hand.  The  aim  is  internal  sanitary  accommodation  wherever 
possible. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

114  new  dwellings  were  occupied  during  the  year  and 
only  seven  condemned  houses  were  vacated.  The  additional 
strain  on  the  cleansing  service  which  has  not  been  increased 
in  manpower  since  1956  was  considerable.  Adequate  service 
at  no  extra  expense  has  only  been  possible  by  careful  assess¬ 
ment  of  work  schedules,  which  I  carry  out  five  or  six  times  per 
year  and  by  maximum  use  of  available  equipment.  The  result 
of  this  effort  is  satisfactory,  between  1956  and  1960  relevant 
wage  rates  increased  by  15%  yet  no  increase  was  passed  on 
to  the  ratepayers  and  the  service  did  not  suffer  a  reduction  in 
efficiency. 

Over  the  same  period,  15i%  more  bins  were  emptied.  It 
is  very  doubtful  whether  there  are  any  further  savings  to  be 
gained  from  increased  use  of  mechanical  equipment  and  it 
became  obvious  as  the  year  progressed  that  no  further 
expansion  would  be  possible  without  re-organisation.  At  the 
year  end,  a  van  had  to  be  purchased  to  accommodate  the 
pending  reduction  in  working  hours  and  a  review  of  the  service 
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was  being  prepared  to  assess  the  need  for  vehicle  replacement, 
the  bulk  of  the  work  being  done  by  a  vehicle  over  eight  years 
old. 


A  growing  problem  is  that  of  bulky  refuse.  Typical 
weights  for  a  full  load  falling  considerably  over  the  past  two 
years.  In  certain  areas  of  the  district  a  full  load  of  150-200 
bins  weighs  less  than  three  tons.  The  modern  fireplace  with 
smaller  fire  than  the  Yorkshire  range  does  not  easily  burn 
cereal  and  soap  powder  packets.  These  bulky  items  and  tins 
raise  collection  and  disposal  problems  unknown  ten  years  ago. 
For  this  reason  no  attempt  is  made  this  year  to  relate  costs  to 
weights  collected  and  tipped.  It  is  not  possible  to  weigh  every 
load  and  an  estimate  based  on  check  weighs  is  insufficiently 
accurate  to  accept  as  a  basis  for  calculation. 

Tipping  is  controlled  according  to  Ministry  instructions 
and  no  nuisance  arose.  A  wheeled  Fordson  tractor  with 
digger  and  scraper  is  employed  full  time  scraping  and  stacking 
top  soil  for  covering,  and  levelling  loads  as  delivered.  This 
vehicle  which  eliminated  at  least  its  own  cost  in  site  prepar¬ 
ation  expense  to  an  outside  contractor,  and  saves  one  man’s 
wages  per  year  is  quite  indispensible.  It  is  being  worked 
beyond  normal  capacity  and  provision  is  made  for  replacement 
over  four  or  five  years.  It  is  apparent  that  rubber  tyres,  in 
spite  of  punctures  and  the  need  for  care  to  avoid  soft  ground, 
are  cheaper  and  more  useful  than  crawler  tracks  in  our  circum¬ 
stances.  The  current  tip  is  being  filled  more  quickly  than 
originally  envisaged  since  the  site  may  be  required  for  factory 
development.  The  problem  of  future  tipping  space  is  still 
present  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  canal  site  will  be  available  when 
required.
